New Orleans,’ La., September 14.—At 


nightfall the books of the board of health 
Showed the following recapitulation of the 


day’s developments in the yellow fever 


Situation: 

“There has been re ported to the board 
for investigation tWenty-six cases which 
the attending physicians consider d suspi- 
cious. Of these thirteen cases had been 
found suffering with a harmless fever, 
five cases were regarded as suspicious but 
necessary to be further investigated before 
a definite report could be made upon them; 
there wére no reports as to four cases, and 
four cases had been pronounced senuind 
yellow fever, though one of the Jatter was 
ciassed as of a mild type.” 

The most serious of the four yellow fe- 
ver cases is located in the neighborhood of 


the French market. . 


The locality is far from a cleanly one, is 


populated by a poorer class of people, 


many of whom are foreigners, and might 
be considered dangerous ground. For that 
reason especial pains were taken by the 
board of health to quarantine the infected 
houses, 

Officers from the police force were de- 
tailed to take charge of the neighborhood, 
a restaurant, a bakery and a shop next 
door to the premises in which the sickness 
was found, were closed up and a large 
quantity of disinfectant was sent to the 
scene to be used. 

Shows but Little Malignancy. 

Of course the report on new cases daily 
is creating alarm in some quarters, but 
thus far the disease has shown but little 
malignancy, there being but one death out 
ef fourteen cases, and none of the prac- 
ticing physicians are yet on record as ex- 
pressing a fear of an epidemic. 

The same rigid attention is being given 
to the suspicious cases as obtains in the 
treatment of those wh@ are declared to be 
yellow fever. 

Guards are stationed about the premises, 
the streets are kept clear, pedestrians are 
warned and liberal use is made of disin® 
fectants for the authorities have come to 
realize that the situation, while not alarm- 
ing, is certainly serious and that 
watchfulness and vigilance will master the 
scourge. 

New Feature Develops. 

One of the features developed during the 
day is that peopie of inaturer age have 
been attacked. 

Heretofore the disease has been confined 
principally to children of tender age, and 
boys and girls not yet grown to manhood 
and womanhood. 

Two of the late cases show fhat old peo- 
ple have been stricken. A conference was 
held this afternoon at the St. Charles hotel. 
Members of the board of health, repre- 
sentatives of the Parish Medical Society 
and city officials, including Mayor Flower, 
were present, 

The situation was discussed in all its 
phases for two hours behind closed doors, 
and a resolve was made to spare neither 
effort nor money in controlling the dis- 


only 


ease. 

Under instructions from the superinten- 
dent of the railway mail service the post- 
cfice authorities today fumigated all out- 
going mails, in- order ‘that 
packages be not sent baek by the authori- 
ties of quarantining cities and towns. Com- 
plaints have been reaching here from many 
points of delays in getting mails, but it 
is thought this system of fumigating will 
in the future reiieve all sources of com- 
plaint of this nature. 

Are Headed for Atlanta. 

The Louisville and Nashville ran a train 
today to Atlanta, giving the people on the 
coast an opportunity to go to the Gate 
City. 

The train took about twenty ladies and 
gentlemen from Biloxi and a number have 
left New Orleans for that point. The rail- 
road company, however, refuses to allow 
passengers to take baggage of such a na- 
ture as to be a good abiding place for 
germs. 

Some Other New Cases. 

This afterncon a new case of fever was 
reported at Barclay. Out of a population of 
25, only three persons in Barclay have 
not had the sickness, and the percentage 
of deaths has ‘been what was usual in 
yellow fever epidemics. 

There were several cases reported today 
at Ocean Springs and of the number ill at 
Biloxi, fifteen were reported as suffering 
from yellow fever. 

At Ocean Springs Dr. Wasdin, of the ma- 
rine hospital staff, is receiving the best 
attention, and it is hoped he will pull 
through tn a few days. 

Surgeons Carter arm Dunn left Ocean 
Springs for Pascagoula today. A case of 
yellow fever exists at that poiftt.

DECATUR WON’T TAKE CHANCES. 


Alabama Town Doubles Guard To 
Watch Incoming Trains. 
Decatur, Ala., September 14.—(Special.)— 
Owing to the serious outlook of the yellow 
fever situation, more vigorous quarantine 
measures were adopted at mass meetings 
held tonight in both the Decaturs. 
Additional officers were put on to patrol 
the outskirts and also more men were 
employed to inspect trains coming from 
Chattanooga and Atlanta via the Memphis 
and Charleston, as the Jatter city has 
thrown open her doors to the refugees. 
Liberal subscriptions were made by the 
citizens to prosecute the work. The stop- 
ping of a train load of refugees here yes- 
terday caused intense indignation and 
those responsible were denounce ed soundly. 


HUNTSVILLE IS APPREHENSIVE. 


Rigid Quarantine Will Be Enforced by 
City Officials. 

Huntsville, Ala., September 14.—(Special.) 
A rigid quarantine was established here 
this afternoon against all cities and dis- 
tricts infected with yellow fever. 

The city council took this action on the 
request of the board of health. Medical 
authorities agree that yellow fever cannot 
spread in Hantsville under ordinary con- 
ditions, but at present many streets are 
trenched for sewer piping, and it is thought 
the fresh earth may invite disease. 

Incoming trains will be inspected at De- 
catur, Gurley, Hobbs Island and Elora, 
Tenn.

MONTGOMERY FEARS ATLANTA 


Alabama Capital Quarantines the Geor- 
gia Statehouse Town. 

Montgomery, Ala., September 14.—(Spe- 
cial.).—lhe Montgomery city authorities 
have not quarantined Atlanta, but will not 
permit any trains from there to stop here 
without a thorough examination. 

The reason for this departure is that 
while the people and the authorities here 
admire the hospitality of Atlanta in tirow- 
ing its gates open to the yellow fever 
refugees, they question the safety of the 
plan. It became evident also that persons 
from the infected districts who were in- 
clined to come to Montgomery could do so 
by way of Atlanta, and while this was 
rather a roundabout schedule, it was found 
not to be an impracticable one. Trains 
into this city over the Western railway 
have, therefore, been stopped today at 
Riverside park, five miles from the city, 
where passeagers and mail are swapped 
with the Louisville and Nashville, and 
from where persons en route to Monigom- 
ery from places other than Atlanta and 
the infected districts are brought in on a 
special. 3 

The mail train which arrives from At- 
lanta at 10:30 a. m. has been discontinued 
until further notice for the redson that 
passengers who come in on it have no 
opportunity to leave the city until night. 

‘the train which reaches here over the 
Western at 9:20 p. m. will bring the mail 
and will be met at Riverside park by mail 
trains both north and south on the Louis- 
vile and Nashville. 

State Health Officer Saunders reached the 
city from Mobile this morning. He is pop- 
ular here, but he has not been shown many 
social attentions this visit for the reason 
that he has recently officiatéd at several 
yellow fever autopsies. . 

There is said to be some friction between 
the local and state authorities in the mat- 
ter of quarantine, the city authorities in- 
sisting, it is stated, among other things 
that City Physician Andrews be retained 
at the head of the local quarantine affairs. 


No official quarantine has been declared 


against Atlanta, but all trains from there 
must go into the quarantine station for 
inspection ag other trains from infected 
districts.

Montgomery, Ala., September 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Governor Johnston returned from 
Tate Springs this morning.

He has been busy studying the fever sit- 
uation and other routine matters of state 
that have come up during his absence. 

He appears not to be apprehensive about 
the spread of the disease in this state. 


CHARLESTON HAS QUARANTINED 


Paimetto State’s Metropolis Guards 
Against Yellow Fever. 
Charleston, 8S. C., Septemfer 14.—The 
board of health of Charleston today es- 
tablished strict quarantine regulations 
against New Orleans, Mobile and the 
other fever infested cities and districts. 
The quarantine will be strictly’ main- 
tained. 


BRUNSWICK PROTECTS ITSELF. 


City Council Decides To Take Every 


Necessary Precaution. 

Brunswick, Ga., September 14.—(Special.) 
Brunswick's council tonight ordered 
guards placed at Everett City, Jesup and 
Waycross for quarantine station purposes. 
Surgeon Burford, at. quarantine station, 
is co-operating with local authorities and 
will prevent passengers coming from in- 
fected districts via boat lines. Brunswick 
is heartily co-operating with other cities 
in preventing any one suspected of being 
from infected districts entering this section. 


SAVANNAH WATCHES CLOSELY. 


Health Officer’s Certificate Necessary 


To Enter the City. 

Savannah, Ga., September 14.—(Special.)— 
A thorough quarantine was established to- 
day on all the outposts of the city. In- 
specting officers were sent to Meldrim, 
Waycross, Jesup and other points on the 
railreads entering Savannah from the di- 
rection of points in the infected districts. 
They were instructed to make careful in- 
quiries and stop everybody about whom 
there was any doubt.

Atlanta Will Welcome All Who Come 
From Fever Districts, 


CHATTANOOGA TAKES ACTION 


Quearantines Against Atlanta and the 
Whole World.

Montgomery Closes Gates Against At- 
lanta, Too—Many Refugees Com- 
ing in from Fever Districts.

Atlanta is the haven for the yellow fever 
refugees of almost the entire south. 

At a called meeting of the board of 
health yesterday afternoon in the chamber 
of commerce it was the sense of that body 
to throw the gates of the city wide open 
to those fleeing from the deadly epidemie. 

People from infected districts are pouring 
in on every train. Still more will come to- 
day. and tomorrow. No restrictions are 
placed upon them by the municipal gov- 
ernment; they feel perfectly safe from this 
death-dealing scourge for yellow jack ean- 
not flourish here. 

(Manager Scoville, of the Kimball house, 
received thirty telegrams from persons in 
the infected district who wanted to come to 
Atlanta today. It looks as though there 
will be a great influx of refugees. 

Chattanooga has already quarantined 
against us; so has Montgomery. It is now 
impossible for a passenger from this city 
to enter Chattanooga without a certificate 
from the local board of health that he has 
not been in the yellow féver distriet for 
twelve days. 

Nor will these certificates 
criminately. Every one is signed by Dr. 
Floyd W. McRae, secretary of the board 
of health, and will not be given without 
clear evidence that the passenger has not 
been exposed to yellow jack. No simple 
sworn statement will be accepted. If the 
traveler is from some southern point he 
must either show a certificate from starting 
place or some other proof of his non- 
proximity to the @omain of the epidemic. 

The certificates may be secured from the 
Office of Dr. McRae, secretary of the board 
of health, at 63% Whitehail street, corner 
of Hunter. There is no charge. Dr. J. P.

Chattanooga’s Quarantine. 


The regulations of the Chattanooga quar- 


antine will not affct passengers from At- 
lanta going to Nashville or other points 
north of the danger line. Through passen- 
gers from the infected districts, however, 
will have to have certificates from here 
that they have not been exposed for 
twelve days. 

The office will not be open at night, and 
this class of passengers arriving here at 
7 o'clock p. m., will have to lie over until 
the next morning. The following dispatch 
gives the provisions of the quarantine as 
wired to The Constitution by Mayor Ochs: 

“Chattanooga, Tenn., September 14.— 
The quarantine here does not. effect 
passengers going through the getate to an- 
other state or to points beyond Chattanoo- 
ga in the state. 

“It does not affect passengers from points 
south or east of Atlanta; who have not 
been in the infected district. 

“It does affect all citizens of Atlanta. 
In order to enter the city they must five 
certificates of health, showing: that they 
have not been in any affected district. The 
action against Atlanta was taken, not for 
fear of the fever being in that city, but 
for fear of refugees who might reach this 
city by way of Atlanta, whose authori- 
ties have opened the city’s gates to refu- 
gees, and from the fever districts.” 

“Weare not quarantining against At- 
lanta, but against refugees. frum infected 
districts who are allowed free access to 
that city, and against any citizen of At- 
lanta who might have -become infected by 
coming in contact with infected persons. 
“The following resolution was adopted 
at the meeting of the city and county board 
of health today, which clearly sets forth 
cur regulation as regards Atlanta: 


‘**Whereas, It is learned that refugees 
from the yellow fever infected districts of 
the south are flocking to Atlanta: 

‘‘*Whereas, The attractions of Chatta- 
nooga and environments will cause many 
of these refugees to seek this locality; 
therefore, 

‘** ‘Resolved, That the city health authori- 
ties of Atlanta be notified at once that no 
passengers, railway officials or baggage 
from Atlanta will be permitted to enter 
the city unless a certificate ‘is first shown 
to the quarantine officers of Chattanooga 
that such persons or baggage have not 
been anywhere in the yellow fever infected 
regions or exposed in any way to persons 
or merchandise from the infected localities 
for at least twelve days prior to the date 
of the certificate.

Mayor Collier Receives a Message.

on sufficient evidence that they had not 
been exposed. Mr. McRae was kept busy 
until late last night and quite a number of 
certificates were issued. 

Knowing that some formal action was 
necessary on the matter, Dr. McRae had 
a@ meeting of the board of health called at 
the chamber of commerce at 5 o'clock. All 
the members were present. The secretary 
announced his professional duties would 
prevent him devoting the necessary time 
to the work and the board decided to secure 
the services of some competent physician 
at not more than $5 a day. This position 
was offered Dr. J. P. Kennedy, and he will 
enier upon the discharge of his duties at 7 
o'clock this morning. 

Every board member was enthusiastical- 
ly in favor of opening the gates of the city 
to the refugees. There was noi a dissent- 
ing voice against this decision. So clearly 
was this understood that the matter was 
searcely discussed all. The entire time 
was consumed 6n z. consideration of 
smallpox in-Atlanta and the most feasible 
methods of issuing the health certificates. 

While the board extends a cordial invi- 
all refugees, and while they do 
not think there is any probability of the 
disease spreading here, yet they respect 
the old adage of an ounce of prevention 
and a pound of cure, and every precaution 
will be taken. 

It is likely, therefore, the board will hold 
another meeting late this afternoon. Chief 
Veal will have an inspector to meet every 
incoming train. If there are any aboard 
betraying symptoms of yellow jack, they 
will be sent immediately to the quarantine 
hospital. Those not affected will be allow- 
ed to enter unmolested. 

Dr. Alexander on the Situation. 
*When asked yesterday if there was any 
danger of an epidemic of yellow fever in 
Atianta from the refugees who come here 
from the infected districts, Dr. J. F. Alex- 
ander, president of the board of health, 
stated most emphatically that there was no 
danger. 

The climate of Atlanta is such and the 
elevation so fine, he says, that the atmos- 
phere will not support the disease. It has 
been clearly demonstrated by the experi- 
ence with the disease in past years that it 
cannot live here. 

Dr. Alexander said he had seen cases of 
yellow fever in the very center of the city, 
and though people came in contact with the 
afflicted person every day the disease did 
not spread. It seems to be impossible for 
it to take hold here. 

He said that there has never been a case 
of yellow fever which originated in Atlan- 
ta. In every instance the patient has come 
from the infected district and become 
stricken after arriving here. In such 
cases persons in the city have not contract- 
ed the disease and the patient has either 
died or recovered without causing any one 
else to take it 

Dr. Alexander said he thought it would 
be perfectly safe to allow persons frvuin the 
yellow fever districts to come to Atlanta 
and stay here. He thinks, however, that 
some care should be takén in the matter, 
and persons wha have been too freely ex- 
posed should be kept away from the city 


‘for a day or so. 


It is probable that some of the residents 
of Atlanta have become a bit nervous on 
account of the fact that people from New 
Orleans are coming here in targe numbers. 
Dr. Alexander's views will have the effect 
of allaying all fears and it is certain that 
there is no danger of the disease spreading 
here. 

The train from New Orleans yesterday 
contained a large number of people and a 
number of these were coming away on ac- 
count of the fever. Many went on through 
to Washington and New York. Persons 
from the infected district say that there is 
not much uneasiness in New Orleans at 
present. 


REFUGEES REACHING THE CITY. 


One Hundred and Fifty Came in at 2 
O’Clock This Morning. 
About fifty refugees from Mobile, and 100 


from New Orleans came into Atlanta about 
2 o’clock this the West 
Point road. The train was three hours late 
on account of the quarantine regulations in 


morning over 


other southern cities. 

The fugitives from yellow jack seem to 
be thoroughly frightened. Those from New 
Orleans say the disease is spreading rapidly 
and that the people are leaving on 
every train. An epidemic is feared, al- 
though the lateness of its appearance may 
prevent the usual large mortality. 

The Mobile refugees do not seem to think 
there is so much danger. They thought it 


there, 


‘best to be on the safe side, though, and 


will remain in Atlanta until the last germ 
of fever is wiped out. 

“I do not believe, though,” said one of 
the leading refugees last night, ‘‘there is 
a single case of yellow fever in Mobile. 
Several days ago one of our young men got 
on a howling drupvk. He was taken ill af- 
terwards, and all the doctors made a care- 
ful examination of the case and some pro- 
nounced it yellow fever. This morning he 
was sitting up eating ham and eggs for 
breakfast.” 

There were a good number of refugees on 
the train going farther north, but the ma- 
jority stopped over in Atlanta. These say 
even larger crowds will be here today. At- 
lanta is the only town in the south where 
fugitives can take refuge, and they are 
going to take advantage of this city’s hos- 
pitality. One of the refugees stated last 
night that if the fever becomes epidemic 
thcusands of people will flock here in the 
next few days. 

The refugees did not have a chance to 
poke their heads out of their cars until 
they reached Atlanta, so strict were the 
quarantine regulations #n other pleres. 
The doors were locked at Montgumery nd 
the train ran through the city at twenty 


miles an hour. 
“You don’t know,” said one ‘last night, 


“how we appreciate this hospitality of At- 


‘Janta. If you had shut us out there is no

Staffleback's Mother, Father and Sons 
Involved, 


FIVE «MURDERS TRACED 10 THEM 


Cora, a Daughter, Confessed That She 
Knew Where the Bodies Were 
and if Her Story Is Verified 
There Will Be a Quin- 
tet Lynching. 


Joplin, Mo., September 14.—(Special.)—The 
Staffleback murder trials at Columbus, 
Kas., have brought to light some bloody 
butcheries that rival the crime of the Ben- 
der family twenty years ago. 


The Staffleback family, consisting of 


mother, stepfather and three sons, have 
for years been murdering and robbing peo- 
ple and five murders have been traced to 
them by developments in yesterday’s and 
today’s trial. 

Separate trials were given fhe three 
Stafflieback boys and their mother. 

Yesterday the old woman and ome of thé 
boys were convicted of murder, today an- 
other boy was convicted and tomorrow the 
tpird wil] be tried. They murdered a man 
named Frank Galbreath, at Galena, Kan., 
last JuJy and threw the body into an old 
abandoned mining shaft. :

Accepting .the invitation of the committee 
to present their plan, they proposed that 
a convention be held, composed of dele- 
gates from each ward, 
meeting on the same night. 

But further than this explanation and 
a statememt from Mr. George Cassin that 
he favored the plan, the convention idea 
was pitifully weak and upon final count 
secured no vote save that given by those 
who proposed it. 

The session of the committee was quick 
and snappy. F. M. Potts introduced res- 
olutions calling for the prirmary on Sep- 
tember 30th. These were substituted. by 
more elaborate resolutions offered by W. 
H. Brotherton, naming October 6th. These 
were finally adopted and the committee 
adjourned. There was no show of oratory. 
There was no debate. There was no con- 
flict; no hesitation. With quick unanim- 
ity the resolutions were put through and 
by 8:30 o'clock the committee had ad- 
journed. 

A Full House There.

It was so decided by the attorney gener- 
al this afternoon. When on August Slst the 
commission designated by the legislature 
to receive. bids and let the contract for 
the building of the capitol announced five 
contracts had beer awarded to the Butler- 
Ryan Company, of St. Paul, it 
brought down a= storm of opposition 
upon its umsuspecting head, for it was 
well known ‘that the plans of the company 
named included the white marble of 
reorgia, and many there were who ‘wanted 
Minneseta stone, and many other objec- 
tions were at once raised, and it was de- 
clared that the commission had exceeded 
its authority in letting the job to the com- 
pany that would import part of the ma- 
teria: to be used in the building. 

One of the newspapers of Minneapolis 
was the first to head the opposition. It 
charged that the commission had gone out- 
side the limitations of the legislature in 
that !t had violated the general laws ot 
1895 of Minnesota, section 1 of which is 
as follows: “All natural stone which 
shall hereafter be used in the construction 
Of public buiidings or other. structures 
for which funds shall be appropriated by 
the state of. Minnesota, shall be quarried, 
eut and dressed within the boundaries ort 
this state, provided this section shall not 
be construed as prohibiting the use of at 
lezst as good a quality for such institu- 
tions and butidings whenever the cost 
thereof is less than the native stone.”

Delegation from Iron Sections Go Befors 
Naval Board. 


ADVANTAGES ARE PRESENTED 


Southern Congressmen Make a Strong 
Bid for Proposed Factory. 


ROOSEVELT GIVES THEM ENCOURAGEMENT 


Members of the Board Will Visit This 
Section on Tour of Inves- 
tigation. 


Washington, September 14.—A delegation 
of representative men from the large iron 
sections of the south today went before 
the naval board, which is considering the 
question of establishing a government 
armor factory, and urged that the south 
offered the greatest advantage in cost of 
iron, labor, transportation, etc., for the 
location of the proposed government armor 
plate factory. 

The delegation was made up of Commis- 
sioner of Pensions H. Clay Evans, of Ten- 
nessee, and Representatives Wheeler, of 
Alabama; Livingston, of Georgia, and 
Gaines, of Tennessee. 

It was stated at the hearing that the 
iron used by the large private concerns 
now making armor plate was bought to 
a great extent from the south at the low 
price of $5.40 to $5.70 per ton. 

It was argued also that an inland armor 
factory in the south would be more secure 
from attack in case of war than one on 
the Atlantic coast in the north. Letters 
favorable to the southern industry were 
presented from Senators Platt, of New 
York, and Stewart, of Nevada, and it was 
stated that Senator Chandler, of New 
Hampshire, who had taken a leading part 
in the plan of a government factory, had 
written a letter favorable to its establish- 
ment at Sheffield, Ala. 

The delegation filed a written statement 
setting forth the many advantages of the 
south in this particular. 

Commodore Howell, president of the 
board, called attention to the fact that 
the board could not, under the instructions 
of the navy department, go into the ques- 
tion of the locality of the site. 

Representative Livingston and _ others 
made the point that such information was 
what congress desired and the scope of the 
board’s orders should be enlarged. Ac- 
cordingly, the delegation, accompanied by 
Commodore Howell, went before Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt. 

Representative Gaines 
hearing was over: 

“Mr. Roosevelt gave us decided encour- 
agement. He said to Commodore Howell 
that he wished the armor board to visit 
the iron producing sections of the south. 
He also said he would recommend to Sec- 
retary Long that the powers of the board 
be broadened so that the members could 
investigate and report on sites for a plant 
in addition to their present duties.

Traffic Managers Refuse To 
Liquor as Now Shipped.

Shippers Will Have To Change Their 
Work Before Agents Will

Columbia, S. C.., September 14.—(Special.) 
Soon after the original package agencies 
were opened in this state there was talk 
of the railroads refusing to haul the goods 
as packed by the shippers. The ground of 
refusal, it was said. at the time, would 
be the lability of the railroads for all 
breakage that might occur. 

As the liquor continued to come in packed 
loose in the box cars, it -became the gen- 
eral opinion that nothing further would 
be heard from the railroads. No bottles 
vere broken. There was no loss in break- 
age and everything seemed to be working 
satisfactorily to all parties. 

On the 30th of August Trafile Managers 
Culp and Emerson, of the Southern and 
Coast Line, respectively, were invited to 
a conference with the governor, but the 
parties to the conference refused to have 
anything to say concerning the meeting. 


‘At the time it was believed that the con- 


sultation bore directly on the question 
of the railroads hauling liquors for the 
original package stores. 

Today the latest surprise was sprung 
by the Southern and Coast Line issuing 
instructions to their agents to no longer 
receive shipments of goods to original 
package dealers. The Southern sends out 
the following: 

“Counsel having decided that 
or malt liquors in bottles, when 
ed in cases or casks, are not in proper’ 
shipping condition, and that the usual- 
form of release will not relieve the com- 
pany from liability in case of damage by 
wreckage, notice is hereby given that on 
and after September 16, 1897, shipments of 
spirituous or malt Hquors in glass, loose, 
not packed in cases, kegs or casks, will 
not be accepted by this company for trans- 
portation.”’ 

The circular issued by the Coast Line 
is worded slightly differently, but in effect 
is the same. 

Mr. McQueen, the agent in this city for 
the South Carolina and Georgia, was asked 
if his road was go-ng to join the Southern 
and Coast Line in their refusal to haul 
original pagkage goods. He answered that 
he had n yet received any instructions 
on that point.

It is expressly stated 
at the war department that there no 
Statement of irregularity in the accounts 
of Captain Carter, but merely a charge of 
departure from the authorized plans of the 
department. 

Captain Carter was in charge of the 
river and harbor works in the vicinity of 
Savannah for about ten years. and it was 
in 1892 that he assumed charge of the im- 
provement of the Savannah river and 
Cumberland sound, which two projects 
congress has provided for under the con- 
tinuous contract plan. It is said at the 
war cepartment that he has changed the 
full depth of water at Savannah contem- 
®lated in the plan. : 

Captain Carter was appointed military 
attache to London early in the present ad- 
ministration and later was made eng neer 
of the Nicaragua canal cemmission. At 
present he is in New York attending a 
meeting of that body, which was calied 
for today. Chief of engineers. General 
Wilson, learned of che charges of irregu- 
larity in the prosecution of the Georgia 
work, while Captain Carter was on his way 
home to the United States from Stockholm, 
Where he attended the international engi- 
neering congress as the _represeniative of 
the United States. It was felt to be proper 
to defer bringing the matter to the atten- 
tion of Secretary Alger until that officer 
had returned to this country and had an 
opportunity to meet the charges. It was 
not until last Saturday that Secretary AIl- 
ger was made acquainted with the facts.

Ga., September 14.—The wreck 
of the schooner Agnes I. Grace, which 
sunk August 6th. with four sixteen-ton 
guns for the Tybee fortifications on board, 
wes located today twenty miles southeast 
of Tybee sea buoy by the tug William F.

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Mr. Gage Talks. 

Mr. Lyman J. Gage, secretary of. the 
treasury, has essayed a reply to Mr. Bry- 
an’s letter to The New York World. This 
reply reads as if it were made much 
against the secretary’s will, or that he 
‘had delegated its preparation to the re- 
porter who visited him. We take the 
following remarks as a specimen of the 


whole: 

All that the mint does with the man 
who brings to the mint a certain number 
‘of grains of uncoined gold is to give him 
in return the same number of grains in 
coined gold—less enough to pay for the 
metal alloy used by the mint in coining. 

All that it could da for silver at what- 
ever so-called rate would be to give (to 
the man bringing uncoined silver to the 
mint an equal amount in ounces and grains 
of coined silver—iess the cost of the alloy 
used by the mint in coining it. In neither 
case is there any ‘‘demand” ‘thus set up. 

In the one case the man has his gold 
returned to him in gold dollars. In the 
other case he has his silver returned to 
him in silver dollars. 

Up to this point nothing in the shane 
of a “demand” such as Bryan talks about, 
has appeared. Why, then, does he sophisti- 
cate about ‘‘the demand thus created by 
law’’ when there is no demand ‘‘thus cre- 
ated by law?’ ‘ 

If there is a ‘‘demand”’ for either go!d 
or silver dollars, it must lie outside of the 
mint, in the commercial world. 

This commercial demand would express 
itself in the ratio or price at which thtngs 
would be offered in exchange for one as 
compared with the other. 

Take the legal tender quality away 
from both, and neither Mr. Bryan nor 
any of hs intelligent followers would 
claim that silver in the form’ of dollars 
would bring in exchange for things any 
substantially higher price than the bullion 
would bring before being coined. 

The secretary fails to state the case 
broadly. <All that the mint does for a 
man who carries his bullion there is to 
give him lawful money for it—money 
that is the creature of the law. Neither 
gold nor silver is money until the mint 
has stamped them with the sign and seal 
of lawful money. In return for his in- 
ert bullion, the man gets dollars that 
will be accepted everywhere by the peo- 
ple, not only because they need them to 
pay debts, but because they need them 
to carry on business, to make invest- 
ments and to facilitate exchanges. 

Mr. Gage says that up to the moment 
when the man gets his dollars, no ‘“de- 
mand” for them has appeared. No de- 
mand for lawful money! We doubt if 
a secretary of the treasury ever before 
uttered or indorsed such a statement as 
that. That the law creates a demand for 
a metal that can be freely coined into 
money is shown by the fact that since 
the repeal of the laws that opened the 
mints to silver, the demand has ceased, 
with the result that gold has appreciat- 
ed while silver has depreciated. 

As a matter of fact, the opening of a 
mint to the free coinage of gold or 
Silver at a given ratio implies an unlim- 
ited demand for that metal. The ra- 


tio is, in effect, the mint price, and un- | 
limited coinage means that the mint will | 


coin so many grains of the metal intoa 
dollar, or exchange for it a dollar al- 
ready coined. Thus, if an owner of sil- 
ver bullion can exchange at the mint 
ten ounces of silver for $12.90, or have it 
coined into that amount of money, its 
price or value is fixed. 

If there were no law creating money, 
people would be compelled to fall back 
on the various forms of barter, or em- 
ploy aS money 
they found most convenient. But when 
the law says that coins of gold or silver 
shall be recognized as money and ac- 
cepted as such, then the demand for 
money is equal to the multiplied demana 
for all commodities. 

The secretary’s plan for showing the 
true difference in the value of gold and 
silver bullion is to take away the legal 
tender of both. This is decidedly thin. 
The way to show the bullion ratio is to 
close the mints te gold and silver alike 
end divest both metals of the form ana 
essence of money. 

We think it is a pity that an officer

He says that ir 
the bank had decided to hold one-fifth 
of its reserve in silver, its action would 
have been in strict accordance with the 
bank act of 1844, and equally in accord- 
ance with the action taken in 1881 by 
the government, then presided over by 
Mr. Gladstone, a monometallist. 

In 1881, the bank assured the treasury 
that it would always be open to the pur- 
chase of silver on condition of the re- 
turn of the mints of other countries to 
such rules as would insure the certainty 
of the conversion of silver into gold and 
gold into silver. Mr. Grenfell then re- 
minds The Times that the practical re- 
sult of a double’ standard in France 
alone prior to 1874-5 was that the two 
metals did exchange, throughout the 
world at a legal ratio “or with such 
slight variations as might, in consjdera- 
tion of this.great subject, be neglected.” 

Mr.’ Grenfell reminds The Times 
that the very persons who deprecate 
this dilution of the bank’s reserve have 
always been most desirous of a much 
greater dilution by the isue of pouna 
notes on a more or less fiduciary basis. 

The reader may gather from these 
statements and rumors that the Bank 
of England is ready to co-operate witb 
the government now, as it was in 1881. 
There is also something more than a 
hint that the government is willing to 
reopen the mints of India, provided 
I'rance and the United States can agree 
upon a plan for the reopening of their 
mints to the free coinage of silver. 

Another announcement which is not 
without significance is to the effect that 
the recent rise’ of the gold premium 
will not affect Mexico’s financial policy. 
In fact, the rise of the gold premium 
has given an impetus to Mexico’s indus- 
tries that is in the nature of a boom. 
Manufacturers and agriculturalists are 
unanimously in favor of the present sil- 
ver standard. 
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A Harvest Festival. 


The proposition of Councilman Lump- 
kin to hold a harvest festival in At- 
lanta this fall is calculated to produce 
good results, and should appeal strong- 
ly to the practical sense of the communhi- 
ty. With a fair price for cotton in sight, 
the fall season which is now approach- 
ing offers a splendid opportunity for 
holding such a festival; and every loy- 
al and public-spirited citizen of Atlan- 
ta should testify his indorsement of the 
proposition by pledging his hearty sup- 
port to the movement which has been 
inaugurated. 

Other cities have successfully adopted 
the idea of holding festivals at this sea- 
son of the year. In view of Atlanta’s 
industrial and commercial resources it 
would require but little effort on the 
part of our enterprising business men to 
devise within the next few weeks a 
harvest festival which would serve the 
dcuble purpose of entertaining our vis- 
itors and of illustrating to the world 
the splendid resources of this splendid 
city. 

The movement is in every way com- 
mendable: and if Atlanta takes hold of 
it with her characteristic enthusiasm 
she can make its consummation one of 
the most signal events in her history. 
To this end our wide-awake business 
men, who are never slow to espouse 
any movement which seeks to promote 
Atlanta’s welfare, should put their en- 
ergies together and do all in their pow- 
er to make the proposed festival a mag- 
nificent success. 
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A Cuban Victory. 


Information has been received from 
Havana within the last few days stating 
that Victoria de Las Tunas, one of the 
Spanish strongholds on the island, has 
fallen into the hands of the insurgents. 

This information establishes the fal- 
sity of General Weyler’s recent declara- 
tion to the effect that he had virtually 
succeeded in reducing Cuba to submis- 
sion. 

But this is not the only contradiction 
which events have placed upon the dec- 
laration of General Weyler. Some twe 
or three weeks ago it was announced 
from Madrid that the first official act 
of the new premier would be to send 
over to Cuba a supplemental force of 
27,000 men. Why put the government 
of Spain to the embarrassing necessity 
of sending over this supplemental force 
to Cuba if there is any reliance what- 
ever to be put in the claims of General 
Weyler? This question clearly suggests 
its own answer. 

Still another proof of Cuba’s vitality 
in spite of the long war which has de- 
vastated her fields and destroyed her 
population is furnished by the returns 
of the recent election. In that election 
over 16,000 Cubans marched to the polls 
and declared by their ballots that Cuba 
was still indepnendent of Spain. Had it 
not been for the fact that several thous- 
and Cubans were actually engaged in 
fighting in various parts of the island, 
a much larger vote would have been 
polled, but the figures above cited never- 
theless speak in eloquent terms of the 
dauntiess and uncompromising spirit 
which tceday animates the insurgents. 
With the fall of Victoria a most decided 
advantage has been gained by the Cu- 
bans, and they are more than apt to 
fcllow it up. Success may yet crown 
the efforts of these brave patriots.

The Times-Democrat, of New Orleans, 
eharges that Demas is wholly unfit for 
the office to which he has been appoint- 
ed, and that no one can deny it. “He 
was appofmted by Mr. McKinley, or 
rather by Hanna,” says The Times-Dem- 
ocrat, “as a cheap way of paying a per- 
sonal debt out of the pockets of the 
people.”’ 

The Shreveport Caucasian, ordinarily 
one of the most pacific newspapers in 
the state, is even more severe in its de- 
nunciation than The Times-Democrat. 
In speaking of the president’s appoint- 
ment, The Caucasian observes: 

The recognition of Henry Demas by ap- 
pointmemt to so important a position as 
naval officer is an insult to the intelli- 
gence of the state and an affront to the 
Caucasian race. With Demas is associat- 
ed all which is disgraceful in_ politics. 
He came to the surface when the state was 
dominated by a gamg of political pirates, 
who were upheld in their knavery and 
thievery under the gultse of law by the 
military arm of the government. The ap- 
pointmenmt of this most offensive negro to 
the second most important office im the 
custom house of New Orleans, whose citi- 
zens resisted the tyranny and robbery of

Mr. Reed says that “civilization 
is complicated beyond all hope of uD- 
raveling,” but if civilization were to get 
caught in a cyclone, it would be easier 
to unravel than the speaker’s wonder- 
ful saying. ‘It is capital which costs 
that makes wealth which lasts.” Cer- 
tainly that sounds well. It is sonorous; 
and there is a pleasing contrast between 
“costs’’ and ‘“‘lasts.”” We suspect the 
speaker’s ear has deceived him in this 
matter. Look at the remark how we 
will, it is impossible to give it an intelli- 
gible meaning. : 

And, as a matter of fact, it is the 
sheerest gibberish. The cost of capital 
and wealth is the same now that it was 
at the beginning. They are created by 
lebor, and labor is their cost. That 
man was wise who said that money is 
the blocd of the poor. It is more than 
that. It is their bone and muscle. Into 
it has gone thousands of years of suf- 
fering and sorrow. 

Labor—the labor of the toiling masses 
—has dug wealth and capital out of the 
ground, and the cost of it is the hard- 
ships the toilers have endured, the bur- 
dens they have borne and are bearing. 

These are matters Mr. Reed should 
think about, but he will not. And since 
this is true, we advise him not to trou- 
ble his mind with matters which, in the 
nature of things, it is impossible for him 
to comprehend; not because he lacks in- 
telligence, or even brilliancy, but be- 
cause circumstances social and politi- 
cal—his environment—have placed a veil 
over his eyes.

Platt has been defeat- 
ed so often that his occasional victories 
stand out in history like the few bristling 
hairs on his head. Quay sticks to his 
friends, aS has been remarked before; 
Platt @on’t. If a farmer in the interior of 
Pennsylvania saw a military band march 
by his house during the war, and has 
voted for Quay ever since, Quay will get 
him a pension of $72 a month on. the 
grounds. that hé is an invalid veteran. 
Under the same circumstances Platt would 
deny the deserving agriculturist a ‘pension 
because by so doing he would be robbing 
the government, but the next day he would 
G0uge this same government out of a mil- 
lion dollars a year for the benefit of the 
Sugar trust. 

But Platt is going to win in New York 
all the same. It may not be that he will 
mame the man who is to be mayor of the 
collection of municipalities now herded to- 
gether fn the vicinity of ‘Manhattan island, 
but it is safe to wager that his hand will 
still be on the throttle of his party’s ma- 
chine when the dust of conflict will have 
setiled. He has been beaten so often that 
he has become used to that sort of thing.

A Striking State of Affairs .Presented by Two Letters from 
Widely Separated Sections of the Country.

There, in a few paragraphs, is the 
story, fact and narrative. It needs no am- 
plification or comment. 

Told in the matter-of-fact wording of 
erdinary business letters, written in the 
regular course of every day business, and 
intended cnly for private eyes, it carries 
with it the weight and farce of a vital Znct, 
which wouid be lacking !m the careful prep- 
aration of such a statement for puble 
effect. 

It is not a story, though, that will starcle 
our business men with its newness. They 
know it of old. Letters of the kind quoted 
above end the more direct and personal 
means of high freight Dills have familiar 
ized them with the story. 

The first letter was written to a leading 
Atabarma street Pennsylvania 
iron concern which does an annual business 


firm by a 


of a million dollars a year. It presents in 
a striking way the outside business man’s 
view of the freight rate disadvantages un- 
der which Atlanta is struggling and it 
presents, too, the business man’s astonish- 
14ent that Atlanta business men have per- 
mitted such a condition of affairs to exist 
for so long. 

Situated nearer Chicago, 
Philadelphia or any part of the great grain 
region, the hay region and the meat pro- 
ducing region than Savannah, Atlanta pays 


New York, 


than the coast city. 

Upon the mere pretense of ‘‘water compe- 
tition,’’ many cities of the south are bet- 
ter favored in the matter of freight rates 
than Atlanta. Upon this ground were the 
rates originally fixed. Upon the ground of 
Atlanta’s indifference they have been 
maintained. 

A sample instance of the 
rate adjustments in this section is furnish- 
ed in the letter from a great iron produc- 
ing tirm of Pennsylvdnia, written to an 
Atlanta business man. It presents the con- 
dition of affairs in striking words. 

Qn this basis he shows freight is 
hauled to Savannah from Pennsylvania 
points 18 cents cheaper for each 100 pounds 
to Atlanta, nearly 300 miles nearer. 
The matter of distance is not taken into 
account. The basis of freight rates is not 
grounded upon a consideration of the num- 
ber of miles the freight is to be hauled, but 
in the battle for tonnage, it is taken into 
consideration that Savannah has compet- 
ing water lines; hence the unequal adjust- 


inequality of

ment. 

These two striking illustrations are fur- 
nished in ordinary business letters, written 
in the course of every day business, 
Through the medium of such correspond- 
ence these facts must be pressed home to 
Atlanta merchants almost every day, and 
not through this means, by the more 
effectual means of enlarged freight bills. 

It brings forward the old subject of a 
freight rate bureau for Atlanta. 

Many declare that. Atlanta is discriminat- 
ed against outrageously by the railroads. 
Chattanooga is often pointed to as a city 
Wiiich has «splendid advantages over 
Atlanta in the matter of rates. Just now 
rate discrimination appears to be a live 
question there, amd Atlanta is cited almost 
daily in the papers a city which has 
great advantages over Chattanooga. 
Chattanooga takes the same rates from the 
east that are accorded to Atlanta, but there 
are many southern cities which have lower 
rates and many which have higher rates. 
But from the east Atlanta’‘amd Chattanooga 
have the same rates, while from the west 
Chattanooga has lower rates than Atlan- 
ta enjoys. 

Rate Juggling a Fine Art. 

Juggling or combining rates is one of the 
fine arts. For instance, the manufacturers 
of starch im Iowa can ship their goods to 
Philadelphia, thence to Savannah by water 
and thence to Augusta at a rate less than 
the standard rate for all rail haul, though 
the latter may be shorter. 

In making rates from the east into this 
territory the railroads take the water 
route to some port like Savannah or 
Charleston and them add a charge for the 
rail service. The water route is low, con- 
sidering the distance. So it happens that 
Brunswick, Savannah, Charleston and oth- 
er south Atlantic ports have a low rate 
from the and it often happens that 
the rate from a western point through 
New York or Baltimore to Savannah say, 
is lower than the all rail route from the 
same western point to Atlanta or Macon. 
If the all rail lines did not make the same 
rate to Savanmah they would not get any 
of that business. Hence it came about that 
lower rates were put in from the west to 
soutn Atlantic ports than the charges from 
the same western points to Atlanta, al- 
though the freight might pass through At- 
lanta going to Savannah. 

The interstate commerce commission has 
been trying to make the railroads change 
their old policy in this respect. Two cases 
have been decided against the roads, the 
Sccial Circle case and the Griffin case. If 
the commissioners’ present policy finally 
becomes of force, no point west of Atlanta 
wiil get a higher rate than this city has 
and no point east or south will get a low- 
er rate from the west. 

Wants a Freight Bureau. 

Here is the gum in the charge of dis- 
crimination by the railroads against At- 
lanta as put by one of the leading mer- 
chants of the city: 

“Atlanta ought to have a bureau of 
freight and transportation in charge of a 
live, competent man who understands rail- 
road rates. It should be his duty to col- 
lect data in the instamces of discrimina- 
tion against Atlanta and present them to 
the railway traffic managers or traffic as- 
sociations, and if he failed to get satisfac- 
tion there, he should carry his cases before 
the state and federal commissions. Great 
good could be accomplished if he had suffi- 
cient salary to é¢mable him to devote his

Atlanta To Blame. 

Tne city of Atlanta has only herself to 
blame for the rate discrimination com- 
plained of here. The merchants here hzeve 
never taken the mecessary strong, united 
action to correct the evils complained of. 
With a strong showing made by the or- 
ganized mercantile interests of the city, 
there is no reason to doubt’ that the rail- 
roads would not give ear to the plea. The 
matter has been allowed to remain quies- 
cent so long that it is not to be wondered 
at that no action has been taken. Rather 
it would be surprising if any action had 
been taken. ? 

‘“Atlanta’s merchants have slept 
their rights,’’ said a prominent merchant 
yesterday.

office, it is solely because he-has the most 
substantial assurances of landing as regis. 

And this is a Position 
of honor and fat salary, one which half a 
hundred republicans of more or less promi. 
nence have been seeking, and cone to whieh 
no Georgia republican—in view of the very 
luscious plum which fell to Boss Buck 
has had a right to aspire. 

Lyons has not been a candidate for the 
place. As The Constitution explained in 
its Washington dispatches some months 
ago, it all came about on the president's 
own suggestion. The machine leaders who 
represented this state in the fight for SPeig 
had calied in a body to urge that Lyons 
be given the postoffice at Augusta. Tt.e 
president spoke highly of Lyons, why 
seems to have caught McKinley, and they 
surprised. everybody by asking if the Geor- 
gians would be satisfied with Lyons's ap- 
pointment as register of the treasury.

Lyons, who is secretive in his politica 
methods, swore everybody to silence and it 
was not for several days that the sgtory 
leaked out.

Since then the contest for this office has 
been considesed as being between the Geor- 
gia negro and a Kentucky representative 
of his race named Gaines. From the first 
it has been a case of “‘no white man need 
apply,’ sa far as the registership is con- 
cerned, for the place had once been held 
by a negro and McKimey had declared 
that all such places should go to the repre- 
sentatives of that race, whose votes made 
his nomination possible. Gaines has posed 
as the reépresentative of some thousands 
of negroes who curried Kentucky, and 
most of the politicians have urged his ap- 
pointment. aoe 

As for Lyons—McKinley likes him. Ly- 
ons differs widely from most of the negrp 
politicians in that he is modest. He has 
never pushed his own. case 2 
a member ‘of the national committee 
he has called on the president many times, 
but always to urge the appointment of 
somebody else. This trait in his character 
caught McKinley. It was something rare— 
how rare none can realize until thrown 
with the hungry seekers for self who fight 
to get at the president, each prepared to 
prove that he, and he alone, was responsi+ 
ble for the McKinley nomination and elec- 
tion. To hear these people talk, Hanna 
wasn’t even one pebble of the multitude on 
the beach. 

Lyons has, however, had more than Me- 
Kinley’s favor to bank on in this register- 
Ship matter or in anything else. He has

The Ohio senator believes Lyons should 
have anything he wants. He had no pa- 
tience with the delay, and, as he called it, 
‘““‘dillydaltying’’ over the Augusta postof- 
fice. “If Lyons had been appointed in 
March the people of Augusta would have 
forgotién all about it in two months,” 
he declared when, some months later, the 
matter was still being discussed. Since 
then Hanna’s position has been that Lyons 
must have either the registership or the 
postoffice, and when it comes to office dis- 
tribution, Hanna is -pretty nearly the 
whole thing. 


Efforts to sidetrack Lyons, inspired by 
Other candidates and by the lily white 
wing, have failed.

Your average 
negro Office seeker would have grabbed 
that im a hurry, for it is a $2,500 place 
and a certainty of that sort is worth more 
than all kinds of uncertainties.

If McKinley does not call him to 
Washington, the negro national commit- 
teeman is absolutely certain to be post- 
master at Augusta. The only withdrawal 
there will be on. his part will come after 
he is given:the other: place or assurances 
of it. He may have those now.

FIGHT OVER THIS JUDGESHIP. 
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Applicants After a Place That May Be 
: Abolished. 

The city court of, DeKalb county is stir- 
ring up much talk in Decatur. The race for 
the judgeship is growing warmer each day 
and the four aspirants are getting anxious. 

While they are running for the place Rep- 
resentative Henderson of that county is 
contemplating whether he will introduce a 
bill into the legislature to abolish the court 
or not. He has considered this for some 
time, but has not fully made up his mind. 

The predicament is an unusual one and 
the people are watching it with much in- 
terest. The court was organized under an 
act -of the legistature which authorized a 
court be established in DeKalb county to 
be known as the “City Court of DeKalb 
County.” This act was passed at the fall 
session of 1893, and the court met on the 
1894, with Judge Hal 
Jones presiding, having been appointed by 
the governor to that position. 

His term is four years and will expire on 
the Ist of January, 1898. The jurisdiction of 
the court extends over all misdemeanors 
and over civil cases involving amounts as 
high as $1,@0. The court has taken much 
work off the hands of the superior court of 
the county and greatly saved the time of 
that court. 

It is required to meet every sixty days or 
oftener if the presiding judge sees fit. The 
salary attached to it is $1,000 a year. Rep- 
resentative Henderson that this is 
too much for the county to pay for the 
work the court does and that the superior 
court of the county has plenty of time to 
transact the business of both the courts 
and the $1,000 paid for a salary to the judge 
besides the other rurning expenses should 
be saved to the county. The governor will 
make the appointment during the coming 
session of the senate and it will be affirmed 
by that body. 

Those in the field at the present time are 
Judge Hal Jones, the present incumbent; 
Colonel W. W. Braswell, Judge Ralph E. 
Wright and Colonel W. O. Mitchell.

TRIES MANY CASES 


Unusually Busy Day Yesterday in Crim- 
inal Circles. 


| CANDLER ROASTS LOUNTY GANG 


Two Years in the Pen Better Than One 
on the Public Works. : 


NIGHT-TIME BURGLARS FARE BADLY 


Total Sentences Imposed During the 
Day Amounted to Fifty Years 
at Hard Labor. 
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“Twelve months on the public works 
is worse than two years in the peniten- 
tiary.”’ 


That is what Judge Candler said yes- 
terday in passing sentence upon Ed Green- 
lee, a negro who was convicted of larceny 


from the house. 

After the jury had published its verdict 
a sentence of twelve months was imposed 
upon the negro. Judge Candler was then 
informed that the negro had stolen more 
than $50 worth of goods. Greenlee was 
recalled and Judge Candler explained that 
he had made a mistake in passing sen- 
tence. 

“Ed,” said Judge Candler, 
twelve months on the public works before 
I knew you stole more than $50 worth of 
goods. Under the law the punishment for 
this crime must be more than that, and 
1 will make your sentence two years in 
the penitentiary instead of twelve months 
on the public works. You will win in the 
end, for twelve months on the public 
works is worse than two years in the 
penitentiary. You will serve in the peni- 
tentiary for the space of two years.” 

“Thank you. white man,’’ said the pris- 
oner, as he grinned his appreciation. 

The opening day of Judge Candler’s 
court was a busy one. Cases came thick 
and fast and the jury and lawyers worked 
hard with the judge to make matters in- 
teresting. Solicitor Charley Hill, who has 
been quite ill from fever at his home, 
was able to represent the state--and he 
worked with a vim to keep the jurors 
busy. 

Just Fifty Years in Sentences. 

Just fifty years in sentences were im- 
posed yesterday before the court took a 
recess until this morning. The charges 
were numerous and varied and the evi- 
dence in many of the cases was exceed- 
ingly interesting. 

Tom Baily was one of the first prisoners 
called. He responded with alacrity. He 
had been indicted for cattle stealing, but 
before any trial was entered into he plead- 
ed guilty. He was given a sentence of 
three years in the penitentiary. 

Will Brown and Asbury Dickson, charg- 
ed with night time burglary, a most seri- 
ous offense before Judge Candler, were 
given ten years each in the penitentiary. 

louis Whitfield, a white man, was 
charged with an assault to rape. His yic- 
tim was a little twelve-year-old. girl which 
had been left at his house by her parents 
while they went to an Odd Fellows’ enter- 
tainment. The jury found him guilty of

up,”’ said Judge Candler to the 
prisoner. ‘‘The jury has found you guilty 
of an assault, which is the correct ver- 
dict, but the punishment in this case is 
not sufficient. Here you are, a grown up 
white man, attempting to ruin an innocent 
little girl. I will send you to the gang 
for twelve months, then you must stay 
in jail six months, and if you were worth 
anything I would make you pay a fine 
of $1,000." 
Cases Came Thick and Fast. 


The next case was that in which Bailey 
Thomas and David Bailey, negroes with 
well-known names, appeared charged with 
cattle stealing. They were quickly con- 
victed,” notwithstanding their names, and 
each réceived a sentence of three years in 
the penitentiary. 

John Jones stood before the judge to 
receive his sentence on a charge of bur- 
glary. 

“I’ve seen your face before in this court, 
John.” said Judge Candler, looking the 
negro over from head to foot. 

“Oh, no, boss, never seed me before in 
yore life, shore, sir,’’ was the negro’s 
hesitating reply 
_ Judge Candler ordered the clerk to look 
over the court minutes and John’s name 
appeared three times. 

“The law fixes the penalty 
like yours,” said Judge Candler. “I'll give 
you ten years in the penitentiary. You can 
fool some folks, but you can’t fool me.”’ 

George Stanton, the negro who fired at 
a negro and then resisted arrest by shoot- 
ing at Officer S. S. Shepard, was convicted 
of an assault with intent to murder and 
he received eight years in the penitentiary. 

George Brown got five years in the peni- 
tentiary because he stole an old negro’s 
watch. 

“T ought to give you ten years, but I'll 
let you off at five’’ said the judge. 

“Thank you, captain, thank you,” erin- 
ned the negro as the bailiffs took him in 
charge. 

Will Allison and Will Bell, charged with 
burglary, were given five years each. 

Court meets again this morning at 8:30 
o’clock and several important cases may 
be taken up.

COX INTERPRETS — 
CIVIL SERVICE 


Supreme Court Judge Renders Decision 
inthe Wood Case. 


EMPLOYEES CAN BE REMOVED 


Declares Court of Equity Cannot Give 
Relief in Matiers of Removal. 


POWER THAT APPOINTS CAN DISPLACE 


Member of Commission Is Not Wholly 
Displeased with the Devision 
Rendered. 


Washington, September 14.—Judge Cox, of 
the supreme court of the District of Co- 
lumbia, today dismissed the petition of 
John D. Wood, superintendent of mails at 
Louisville, praying that Postmaster Gen- 
eral Gary and Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Heath, be emjoined from removing 
him from office. 

The case has been considered in the na- 
ture of a test of the power of removal, 
and the delivery of the opinion drew <o the 
courtroom many prominent public officials, 
including members of the civil service 
commission, 

Judge Cox’s decision was am elaborate 
review of the law bearing on the removal 
of federal employees, in which he held at 
the outset that it was not within the 
power of a court of equity to grant relief 
in matters of appointment and removal 
from office. Then, taking up the merits 
of the case, he stated that it ‘vas a sete 
tled law that the power of removal was an 
incident fo the power of appointment, and 
that both could be exercised by the head 
of a department in reference to subordi- 
nate officials. 

Concerning the civil service law, Judge 
Cox held that it must not be construed to 
grant authority, either to the civil service 
commission or to the president, then make 
rules contrary to the law itself cr of a 
legislative character. He quoted with ap- 
proval the decision of Justice Brewer that 
congress could not delegate its power to 
legislate to am administrative body.

“The practice of making a record of the 
reasons [tor removals has existed for many 
years in some parts of the service with 
bighly beneficial results, and the lew or- 
der merely makes this practice mandatory 
in all parts of the service.

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VEAL HAS A PLAN 
10 CLEAN SEWERS 


Sanitary Chief Says Odors Can Be Dis- 
pensed ‘With. 
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MANY COMPLAINTS ARE MADE 


Sewer Gas Becoming Almost Intolera- 
ble in Parts of City. 


Veal. Says Increase the Supply in All 
Parts of the City by Assessment 
Instead of Measure. 


Chief Sanitary Inspector Thomas Veal 
has a good plan for dispensing with the 
unpleasant odors now emanating from At- 
lanta’s sewers. He has given the matter 
much thought of late, and has concluded 
the only solution of the problem is to 
send a greater volume of water through 
the underground passages. 

Complaints from citizens all over the cjty 
as to the condition of the sewers have 
been innumerable. The odor is so foul in 
some localities that sickness results and 
the people find existence almost unbeara- 
le. Whitehall street is especially bad. 
Even bicycle riders shun this thorough- 
fare on this account. 

The superintendent of public works has 
been appealed to numerous times to remedy 
difficulties of this kind, as well as the 
chief sanitary inspector, who is powerless 
under existing circumstances. Several con- 
trivances have been tested for doing away 
with the otor, and the authorities have 
finally succeeded in protecting the resi- 
dences, but not the streets. The sewer gas 
must come out somewhere, and better in 
the street than in the houses. 

The trouble, however, lies in the flushing 
of the sewers. Under present arrangements 
each sewer is flushed only about once a 
week. This is not enough to keep the pipes 
clean by any means. The only remedy is 
a greater flow of water, which Chief Veal 
thinks could be supplicd without any trou- 
ble, recommending a material change in 
the tax ordinances of the city. 

This Is Chief Veal’s Plan. 

“There is no way on earth to remove 
this difficulty,”’ said Chief Veal yesterday 
afternoon, ‘‘unless we get a sufficient vol- 
ume of water in the pipes to clean them. 
There is enly one way ‘to do that—take the 
meters from every residence and business 
house in the city, assess each so much a 
month, according to the average payment 
in the past, and allow them to use all the 
water they want without restriction. The 
trouble now is that people are charged with 
the amount of water they use, and conse- 
quently they don’t use much. Give the 
residences all the water they can use for 60 
cents a month. This would naturally, in- 
crease the volume of water in the sewers, 
would keep them perfectly clean all the 
time and these bad odors would be a thing 
of the past.” 


Suit Brought Against Cassin. 


Harry Cassin was again sued yesterday 
by the British and American Mortgage 
Company, limited. The suit was also a 
petition for foreclosure of a certain mort- 
fage on property of Cassin’s, amounting 
to nearly $25,000. The plaintiff alleges that 
Cassin gave the company promissory 
notes to the amount of $22,500, and to se- 
cure the payment of the notes gave a mort- 
gage on Peachtree, Alabama and South 
Pryor streets property. The mortgage 
company wants its money or a decree of 
foreclosure. Ellis & Gray represent the

WANTS DAMAGE FOR 


LIGHTNING'S WORK 


Widow of Victim of a Deadly Bolt Sues 
for $10,000 Damages, 


QUEER SUIT FILED YESTERDAY 


Mary Meriwether Holds Bell Telephone 
Company Responsible, 


LIGHTHINS WAS ON THE COMPANY’S WIRES 


Meriwether Was Standing Near a Tel- 
ephone Post When Struck—Unique 
Allegations Made by Plaintiff. 


} 

For unique and remarkable features a 
suit filed by Frank Gordon in the United 
States court yesterday was ahead of any 
litigation ever filed in the court before. 

It is a case that probably stands alone 
in its novel nature. Certainly no suit in 
this city was ever based on such peculiar 
grounds. Mary Meriwether, the plaintiff, 
brings suit to recover $10,000 for the death 
of her husband, George Meriwether, who 
was killed by lightning three weeks ago. 
‘The Southern Bell Telephone Company is 
Mleged to tbe responsible for the death 
of the negro Meriwether. The dead man’s 
Wife sues that corporation for $10,000 dam- 
ages. 

The various allegations are interesting. 
Meriwether was killed »y a bolt of light- 
ning at Kirkwood, Ga., during the Inst 
severe storm, nearly a month AZO. Hie was 
standing near a pole, to which were at- 
tached some. telephone wires when the 
casualty occurred. The lightning which 
killed him first struck the wires of the tel- 
ephone company and flashed down the 
Wires to the pole near where Meriwether 
was standing. The negro was instantly 
killed. 

The fact that the lightning first struck 
the telephone wires of the Bell Telephone 
Company furnished the basis of the suit 
for damages. 

The plaintiff alleges as follows: Until 
twelve months ago the telephone company 
had a telephone in the store of L. J. Cas- 
sels, at Kirkwood, Ga. When the. tele- 
phone was taken out the two wires to which 
it was connected were left strung from a 
tall pole to the store. During the winter 
the wires sagged and later a telephone 
lineman cut the wires, but instead of eclimb- 
ing to the top of the pole and cutting them 
there, he carelessly and negligently cut 
the ground and tiled the loose 
end of the wires to one of the poles that 
supported the porch of the storehouse. 
Plaintiff avers that the agents of the tel- 
ephone company were frequently warned 
that it was dangerous and was a menace 
to the Hves of people around the store. 
It is further alleged that these wires were 
left tied to the post until August 31st, when 
Meriwether was killed, and not removed 
until after the negro’s death. 

It is claimed by the plaintiff that her 
husband was on the porch of the store, 
where he hada perfect right 
Store was also the postoffice; that in the 
afternoon of August olst lgntning struck 
the wires of the telephone company and 
traveled to the ends of the wires leading 
to the porch and ending in seven or eight 
feet of the floor, and ‘there struck her 
husband and killed him, for which she 
claims the telephone company respon- 
sible for his deat®. Meriwether was twen- 
ty-two vears old, and was a strong, able- 
bodied negro. The case is one that will 
certainly attract imt@Pest on account of Its 
unusval nature. It will come up for trial 
during the October term.

NO EXCITEMENT OVER FEVER. 


Major Andrews Says That New Orleans 
Does Not Fear a Panic. 

Major John Andrews, southwestern trav- 
eling passenger agent of the Southern 
railwaygame up yesterday from New Or- 
leans omhis way to Asheville. He said that 
he was not frefageeing, but was on a bus- 
iness trip, and would return in short 
time. 

‘There is no more excitement in New Or- 
leans over the appearance of the fever 
than there is in Atlanta, and not so much 
as there is in Chattanooga and Montgom- 
ery,’’ he remarked. “It is not yellow fever 
of the type we used to know. Less than 
one-half of one per cent of the victims die— 
not one in 200. The prevalling disease at 
Ocean Springs was dengue, but here and 
there a case of yellow fever appeared. The 
treatment of the féver is now an exact 
science. We know just how to handle it. We 
have twelve cases in one square in New 
Orleans last week. All the patients except 
two were out yesterday, and one of the 
two was beyond danger. Our people do not 
fear an epidemic. Very few have left. 
There were only three or four refugees on 
the train today coming up. If the people 
were afraid of an epidemic they would be 
leaving by thousands. New Orleans has 
300,000 population. A dozen cases co not 
amount to anything in such a large popu- 
lation. 

“New Orleans is a clean city. We have 
flushed all the sewers, washed the streets, 
and a heavy rain has just swept the city 
thoroughly. If it were dry, we might feel 
a little more apprehension, but New Or- 
leans today is a healthy city. It Is too late 
for the fever to spread !f it were of a 
dangerous type. People do not like to be 
penned up by quarantine, and there is really 
no necessity for it in the case of New Or- 
leans. The fever will be stamped out in 
ten days.”’

HANDCUFFS DIDN’T CONQUOR HIM . 


Street Waif Was the Sensation of the 
Day and He Attracted Quite a 
Large Crowd.

In Nebraska re- 
cent rains will improve late corn, and with 
favorable conditions in Iowa during the 
next two weeks, 
make a fair yield, being rapidly ripened 
under the excessive heat of the past weeks 
with some cegncber yg to quality. In Kansas 
most of the early corn has been cut, and. 
the late haute is suffering from drought.’ 
Subrequent weather conditions will have 
but little effect on the cfop in Missouri, 
where it has been seriougly and pgm: inent- 
ly injured.

Death Came Before She Could Prepare 
Another Will. 


HER RELATIVES MAKE A LEGAL FIGHT

After Hearing the Evidence Judge Hul- 
sey Yesterday Appointed an 
Administrator. 


Mrs. Bridget Burns was an old Irish lady 
who lived on Marietta street, where she 
owned three stores worth about $10,000. She 
died and her kinspeople are now fighting in 
the courts over the administration of her 
property. 

Mrs. Burns had no children, but she left 
two sisters, ‘Mrs. Katharine Gordon and 
Mrs. Julia Taylor. and two nieces, Mrs. 
Mary Anne Dougherty and Mrs. Agnes 
Martin. During Mrs. Burns's life she had 
a misunderstanding with her sister, Mrs. 
Taylor, and the latter charged that Mrs. 
Burns assaulted and seriously injured her. 
Mrs. Taylor flled.a suit for heavy damages 
against ‘Mrs. Burns. Mrs. Burns denied all 
the allegations and resisted the case in 
court. The feeling in the family is said to 
have become so bitter that Mrs. Burns de- 
termined to make a will leaving Mrs. Tay- 
lor entirely out. Mrs. Burns secured law- 
yers and the will was prepared. 

The will left all the property to her sister, 
(Mrs. Gordon, her niece and a smal! por- 
tion to her little granddaughter. Subse- 
quently, it is said. Mrs. Burns became an- 
gry with her little nephew and the will 
was destroyed. She informed her lawyers 
that she had destroyed the will, but prom- 


ised she wou!'ld call at their office in a few 


days and dictate another will. Mrs. Burns 
never visited her attorneys again, as she 
was taken violently ill and died before she 
had an opportunity to call and prepare the 
second will. 

Sometime ago Mr. Richard Dougherty, 
husband of (Mrs. Dougherty, appHed to the 
ordinary for letters of administration and 
was appointed by Mrs. Taylor, who asked 
that she be appointed in the event that Mr. 
Dougherty failed to act as the administra- 
tor. Attorneys E. M. & G. F. Mitchell, 
representing creditors of the estate, filed a 
petition opposing the appointment of Mr. 
Dougherty and asking that Mr. James 
Bank, the county administrator, be ap- 
pointed in his stead. 

In this move the attorneys were co- 
operated with by Mrs. Gordon and Mrs. 
Martin. Mrs. Taylor and (Mrs. Dougherty 
were represented by Attorneys Frazier and 
Hynds. The trial was taken up ‘Monday af- 
ternoon before Ordinary Hulsey and was 
completed yesterday. Judge Hulsey said 
that it was his duty to favor the side hold- 
ing the largest interests and he appointed 
Mr. James Banks as administrator. The 
attorneys for the caveators made the point 
that ‘Mrs. Taylor was not a citizen of the 
United States and was, therefore, disquali- 
fied to act. They also claimed that Mr. 
Dougherty was not next of kin, as the law 
provides, and that Mr. Banks was the most 
competent person, In this point they were 
sustained by Ordinary Hulsey. 

Messrs. Frazier and. Hynds gave notice 
yesterday morning that they would appeal 
the decision of the court of ordinary to the 
superior court, but yesterday afternoon the 
parties interested’in the case held a confer- 
ence and it is quite probable that a com- 
promise will be effected in a few days.

GOBER REFUSES INJUNCTION. 


Hoyt.Scale and Supply Company Wins 
in Its Case. 

An important decision was rendered yes- 
terday in the case of the Computing Scale 
Company vs. The Hoyt Scale and Supply 
Company, by Judge;George F. Gober. The 
plaintiff is an Ohio concern located at Day- 
ton, O., and the defendant company is an 
Atlanta concern, and agent of the celebrat- 
ed Troemner scales.

The allegations of Colonel Moyers’s peti- 
showed that the driveway was nota 
necessity, as a street around the park was 
already in existence. He said-the park was 
donated to the city by Colonel Grant who 
stipulated in the deed that the tract of 
land was forever to be used for park pur- 
poses. It was his legal opinion that if the 
used any portion of the park for any 
purpose whatever except for a park 
the terms the deed would be forfeited 
and the property would revert to the estate 
of Colonel Grant. Colonel Moyers took the 
position that the city could not use the 
park for a street, as that was not for the 
purpose of a park. He said the city had 
begun to cut down the trees, to uproot 
shrubbery and commit many depredations. 

City Attorney Anderson claimed that to 
cut off a portion of the park for street 
usages was not to violate the terms of 
the deed to the city from Colonel Grant. 
He argued the case in an able manner, 
quoting a number of decisions to sustain 
his Colonelf/Moyers made the ad- 
ditional allegation that even if the park 
could be used: for park purposes, the 
proposed driveway was not necessary and 
had been contemplated becausa a few per- 
sons were interested in a piece of property 
adjacent to the park which they wished 
developed. 

Colonel Moyers was his own attorney and 
he argued the case for several hours when 
the hearing was conducted before Judge 
fuumpkin in chambers. He showed the 
court that one of the most valuable trees 
in the park had been cut down by the 
city hands and that if the proposed line 
of driveway was cleared more than one- 
half of the largest and prettiest trees in 
the park would be sacrificed. 

Judge Lumpkin has had the matter under 
advisement for several weeks, handing 
down his decision yesterday after having 
carefully reviewed the evidence and the 
law involved in the case.

They Say They Are Not Fighting the 
County Commissioners. 


ALL EXPRESS GREAT SURPRISE 


Little Notice on the Courthouse Door

was the first time that it had beer: dis- 
cussed by the commissioners and they 
treated it in a’jocular manner. 

What the Officials Say. 

The county officers are unanimous 
in saying they have nothing to do with the 
movement. 

“T think it would be a calamity to abolish 
the board of commissioners,’’ said Tax Col- 
lector Stewart yesterday. “It would be 
child’s play and extremely foolish to be 
sure. I am in favor of seeing the board in- 
creased instead of cutting it down. I think 
there should be a member from the north 
south side of the county, and then 
four or five from the city. This would 
give the county and the city representa- 
tion alike. I am opposed to any movement 
that would tend to abolish the county 
beard, as I think the services of the com- 
missioners invaluable.” 

Judge Tanner, clerk to the superior court, 
stated he had heard nothing of the contem- 
plated move until he saw‘the article in 
The Constitution. 

“That was the first intimation I had re- 
ceived about the move and the alleged op- 
position. Further than what has been pub- 
lished, I know nothing a: all,’’ said he. “‘If 
there has been any organized move to 
abolish the board, I am entirely ignorant 
of .such.”’ 

The Constitution was 
the news to Sheriff Nelms. He said he was 
once a member of the poard of commis- 
sioners and he Knew the importance of the 
body. : 

“There should be no effort made to abol- 
ish this board, as it is of gréat importance 
to the city and the county. Without this 
board, the county would be without a pgov- 
ernment almost. I am in hearty sympathy 
with the board and I don’t want to see any 
attack made upon the gentlemen who com- 
pose the board.’ 

Ordinary Hulsey’s Idea. 

Ordinary W. H. Hulsey says he knew 
nothing at all about the notice until he 
read in The Constitution that one had been 
posted upon the courthouse door. He says 
he had heard nothing about the movvement 
until the newspapers took up the matter. 

“TI find that I have all that I can do in 
the office of the ordinary, said Judge Hul- 
sey. “I do not seek any additional duties, 
for I could not perform, them and at the 
same time discharge the duties with which 
the people-have entrusted me. It would be 
very foolish for me to aid in a movement 
which would throw upon me the discharge 
of so much more work.”
